Permit me to present to you a few suggestions on the present critical world sifeuatict. Enclosed 
please find my article "Fear of Overthrow Seen as Real Curb on Stalin,” printed in Otrte 8th issue 
of the N.Y. World-Telegram & Stan. In it I point out that the real, primary and ever-present
